| In violent Fevers oft-times Perſons ravs 
molt when neerci to « Cool, ſo ts it often 
with the People of God, they ſometimes 
never rave, and ſpeaks more 1dly,than when 
their mercy is within {ight of them, I ſhall 
name theſe few miſtakes, that thelg certain 
Perſons were guilty of. First, 
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Firſt, They were guilty of this miſtake 
in that they looked on all Fairws Prayers, 
and Faith, that he had exerciſed in imploy- 
Ing of Chriſt, to be troubleſome to Chriſt, 
you have been troubling all thy time, as the 
words import, for why ſhould they fay; 
Trouble Him no further , it they had not 
thought it a trouble to Chriſt ro be imploy- 
ed as he was, truly we trouble Him by 
ſlighting Him,but never by praying to him; 
Or belicving in Hime | | 

ore gr miſtake in this,in thar they 
judge the cauſe hopeleſs and helpleſs, The 
Childe ts dead, there is no help, thcre is no 
hope, but dead it muſt be, there is no hope- 
ing againſt hope here, this diſpenſation 
makes them all to ſtagger, they confider 
the death that is on the Childe, bur does 
hot conſider who has undertaken the Cure, 
nor his promiſe abour it, ana therefore 
they thus miſtake and taint. 4 

A Third miſtake is this, That they judg 
that Chriſt can do nothing now; the Child 
being dead, if there had bcen any lite; he 
might have preſerved ir , but 'lite being 
one; he cannot recall it, this ſeems ro be 
their very ſentiments upon the whole ; and 
this is a. very great miſtake; fot moſt bf 
vur Lotd's works ing IO TOI 
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ascahily revive themzas he did create them: 
ove word docs bothy oft-times he by death 
brings to life; by breaking down,builds ups 
and by wounding, he cures; fo that it's ne1- 
ther in vain nor arrational, as this challenge 
imports, to imploy Chrift about a dead 
gauſe, a dead heart, or a dead Childe, The 
reviving of ſuch, God works oft-times with 
men. Thus. much tor the ſecond thing pro- 
pounded, 47, the growing worſe of the 
caſe and cauic, now undertaken by our - 
Lord.

why our Lord ſuffers a death to fall on his 
own concerns, and things to grow worle

they ſee both wifdom and power upon the 


ether fide, yet our Lord by ſome ſuch ex- 
pertence like this that 15 in my Text, makes 
them ſee that there is wiſdom and power 
both on their fide, 7/a. 31,2. Yet he alſo & 
wiſe, and will bring evil, he will riſe again} 
the houſe of evil doers, he will ſhew them. 
that he is ſo wiſe, that he knows how to 
2dvance his work by all the ſtops and deaths 
that it meets with, and how to inrich his 
People by impoveriſhing them, how to in- 
large them by all their impriſoaments, ana 
how to give them meat out of their caters z 
#nd he will give them a proof of his power 
in ſupporting them, when thetr crofſes are 


 fincking and diſcouraging ; yea, ſometimes 


our Lord ſmiles at the tryal gf the innocene 
when it's moſt violent, becÞlſe thereby an 
occaſion 1s offered him, to make known his 
VWiſdem and Power, in fupporting and de-

at laſt to a wealthy place : This is the firit 
Reaſon. 
- The ſecond Reaſon of the Point 1s this, 
when our Lord has happily begun his work 
ina Nation,City,or particular voul,he ſut« 
fers it tO grow worſe, and to dic i appear« 
ance, to Check and reprove Perſons that-are

inployed,and concerned abottt that work, 
Now there are theſe five things thar necd a 
rebuke in Perſons concerned in Chrift's un- 
dertakinzs. The Fir}# is this , when his 
work proſpers,and when he grants his peo- 
ple abundance of encouragement, then his 
People, they begin to exalt themſelves, they 
forget the Apoſtle's Exhortation, Be 108 
hieh minded, but fear, and fo cxalting them- 
{chves in Baal, they dye, this brings a death 
upon them, Hof. 13.1. Its a very omi- 
' nous thing to the Church of God, when 
the Daughters of Feruſalem walk with out- 
ſtretched Neck, and play the wanton, till 
* they provoke the Lord to kill them with 
thirſt : 7 will ſlay hey with thirſt, ſhe ſhall no 
more come at her Idols, Hof. 2. Why ? be- 


cauſe they had waxen proud and wanton 


againſt the Lord : So Pſal. 78. 6x, They 

row proud of external Ordinances, they 
Fook more to the Ark, than the God of 
the Ark: They glory in the Holv Moun- 
tain, and forget the God of it ; Well, what 
does our Lord in this calc ? To check their 
Pride and Wantonneſs, He delivered His 
Strength into Captivity , and His Glory 


to the Enemies Hand. Secondly, He car- 


ries on His Work thus to check His Pco- 
ple's carcleflncile and floathfulnefſs abou:

Thirdly, It is to check their {elt- ſeeking, oft- 
times When we mect with encouragement 
im his way,we become ſeltiſh, and roo much 


mind our own things, this provokes him | 


to ſend 2 death on them , fome hug thr 
Children till they kijl thom, forme are { 
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taken up with their own things, that they 
leave Chriſt alone, Foh. 16. aff. Therc- 
apon is it that our Lord layes a death on 
that thing that thou loves more , ſceks 
more, Aclights in more than thou docs in 
him. Ir's ominous to his Work and Pco- 
ple, when Perſons intruſted with his glo- 
ry, do mind their own things. It you doy 
our Mafer will check this in you, by bring- 
ing a death on the work, and on all your 
intereſt alſo, that you minded more than 
the work, which ſhould have becn your 
principal intereſt. Fowrthly, To check our 
unbelief, oit-times we commit our work

The Third Reaſon is this, That by rhcfe 
deaths on his own work, he may ict them 
ico how much he 1s provoked , when to 
correc and chaſtife them, he wal give up 
his glory unto captivity : Let the Childe 
die, and fooliſh men do what they can to 
diflwade the honeſt waiter on Chriſt trom 
having any more to do with lun; Trouble 
bim #9 more, for all is in vain.

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The Fourth Reaſon is this, Thereby our 
Lord raiſes the worth and eſteem of his 
mercies in the hearts of his Pcople ; now 
he is gone, Did not our hearts burn within 
us, while he talked with us by the ways they 
had but low thoughts of him while preſent, 
but ſo ſoon as he 1s gone, they begin to cx- 

reſs their ſenſe of the mercy they former 
Ci injoycd, but now they arc deprived of it, 
We utually never know the worth of a 
thing till it be dead, and then we would 
ſcratch them out of the Grave wherein 
they are buricd, providing we might have 
them.

jeaſt your bonds be made ſtrong, leaſt he 
cauſe darknels, and you {tumble upon the 
high Mountains, when its black darkneſs,as 
the ſhadow of death, Fey,13.
